Hundreds of sheep on the ranges iu 
the northern part ot Nevada, are d y ­ 
ing trom tbe effects of eating a poi­ 
sonous weed, which is q uite rank in 
th at section.

Suppose th at a prior patent is in­ 
fringed and no w ay is seen to avoid 
Infringem ent by changing the product 
or the process or the machine so as 
not to embody the principle of a p at­ 
ented invention. The sim plest way, of 
course, would be to buy the p a te n t 'If 
the patent cannot be bought, but a 
fraction of the patent can be obtained, 
no m atter bow sm all a fraction—say 
one-tenth of the entire right in the p at­ 
ent—the ow ner of the one-tenth would 
be ju st as well off as the ow ner of the 
nine-tenths. 
The courts have held that 
a patent is not like the capital stock 
of a corporation and th a t the ow ner of 
more than one-half of the title to the 
patent has no claim upon the ow ner of 
less than one-half. 
Each is a t liberty 
to do with his portion w hat he pleases 
and cannot be m ade to account to the 
other. 
The ow ner of one-tenth may 
m ake ten tim es as much out of the p at­ 
ent as the ow ner of nine-tenths, be­ 
cause of his greater business ability 
or greater capital or for other sim ilar 
reasons, and it would not be equitable 
to m ake him turn over nine-tenths of 
his profits to the other ow n er—Edwin 
J. Prindle in Engineering Magazine.
